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Police ask if residents 
recognise stolen items

A HAUL of possibly stolen property 
— seized by armed police on the 
outskirts of Merriott — has gone on 
public display. 

Officers are hoping that burglary 
victims across South Somerset will 
be able to recognise and reclaim their 
belongings. 

An Avon and Somerset Police 
spokesman said: “We are appealing 
for members of the public to come 
forward if they have had power tools 
or horse tack stolen in the South 
Somerset area.” 

Officers seized the goods during a 
dramatic raid at a location near Mer¬ 
riott in mid-April. A quantity of 
cannabis was also seized. 

Fifty officers — some of them 
armed — swooped on the address 
early on Thursday, April 19th. 

The carefully-planned operation 
included the use of the force helicop¬ 
ter, dogs trained to sniff-out drugs, 
police marksmen and a support 


group of neighbourhood officers and 
PCSOs. 

The RSPCA were also involved in 
the raid and took a number of ani¬ 
mals into care. 

The spokesman added: “Police ar¬ 
rested three people following the 
raid. 

“A 35-year-old woman and a 31- 
year-old man were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of theft and drug possession. 

“A 17-year-old man was also ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of drug posses¬ 
sion.” 

The three, who are understood to 
be related, were later released on po¬ 
lice bail pending further inquiries. 

The spokesman urged anyone who 
recognises any of the seized items to 
come forward to help identify them. 

The items include several horse 
saddles, bridles, and harnesses, as 
well as power drills, hedge cutters 
and a compressor. 

Crewkerne-based Sgt Jamie Rees 


said: “We are asking people to con¬ 
tact us if they have had items similar 
to these stolen in the local area. 

“The items are believed to be 
stolen, but we need them to be iden¬ 
tified to establish whether this is the 
case. 

“If anyone believes these items be¬ 
long to them then we would need in¬ 
formation that would definitively 
identify them. 

“We seized a large number of items 
from the raid, including a significant 
quantity of cannabis. 

“We were pleased with the results 
of this operation and will continue to 
investigate drug and other offences 
throughout the district.” 

• Anyone who thinks any of the 
seized items may belong to them 
should contact the Crewkeme neigh¬ 
bourhood team using the police non¬ 
emergency number, 101.

THE new Mayor of Crewkerne was unanimously elected to 
office by fellow town councillors this week. 

Robin Pailthorpe, who lives in West Street, takes over from 
Councillor Neil Sturtivant, who served as Mayor for two years. 

The new Deputy Mayor of Crewkerne is Councillor Sue 
White, who lives in Park View. 

Relinquishing his chain of office, Councillor Sturtivant told 
his colleagues: “It’s been a real honour to be Mayor, these past 
two years. 

“I have enjoyed the various civic duties I have performed, 
the highlight being the royal visit recently. 

“I’d like to thank the officers and councillors for making my 
time as easy as possible.” 

He also paid tribute to the community spirit in the town and 
the support for community events which together “show that 
Crewkerne is a very good place to live”. 

In his acceptance speech, new Mayor Pailthorpe paid tribute 
to his predecessor: “I’d like to thank Neil for the last two years 
of very hard work and sterling effort.”

Scaled down signs 

DOCTORS whose plan for a new on-site pharmacy 
was blocked because of illuminated signs have sub¬ 
mitted a scaled-down application. 

The surgery in Middle Path, Crewkerne, unsuccess¬ 
fully applied earlier this year for permission to erect 
three illuminated pharmacy signs. 

Town councillors who considered the application 
in February were not happy. 

Crewkerne planning chairman Robin Pailthorpe 
told his colleagues: "I believe the pharmacy will be 
late-night. These are illuminated signs which, gen¬ 
erally, we are not enthusiastic about." 

And Councillor Angie Singleton questioned the 
need for so many signs. 

Her colleagues agreed with a proposal limiting the 
number of signs to two and having them turned off 
when the premises were closed. 

A couple living opposite the surgery also told 
planners they were concerned about the pharmacy 
opening for at least 14 hours every day, and about 
"the type of drugs that will be supplied, and to 
whom". 

The latest application is for just two painted signs 
and only one of them will be lit after dark with "low 
luminance" bulbs. 

• Earlier this month planners granted a certificate 
of "lawful development" to the Crewkerne Health 
Centre, paving the way for a new pharmacy. 

Doctors at the health centre hope to have their 
new pharmacy up and running this summer.

Market must be where the people are! 


THE lone trader keeping Crewkerne’s 
Wednesday market alive has joined the 
debate over its future. 

Plant specialist Roger Barber has run a 
weekly stall in Crewkerne for 30 years 
and would definitely like to see the market 
revived and relocated. 

When asked where, he replied: “Any¬ 
where in the town where there’s people!” 

Falkland Square would be a possibility, 
but he understood that the landowners and 
some of the retailers were opposed to the 
market going there. 

One of Mr Barber’s customers, Sylvia 
Pike, expressed anger at the way Crewk¬ 
erne Market had been allowed to shrink in 
recent years. 

She said: “I’m a Crewkerne person and 
we’ve always had a market. 

“There used to be a good little market 


before Waitrose came. 

“There were 20 stalls selling clothes, 
veg, fish, honey, plants, jam, eggs, all 
sorts. 

“Then they pushed it off down to the 
bottom car park on Henhayes and it dwin¬ 
dled.” 

She said relocating the market to the 
paved area outside the Town Hall would 
be ideal, adding: “They let the French 
market use it once a year. So, why not 
Crewkerne Market?” 

Answering her own question, she said: 

“But Highways won’t allow it!”

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Crewkerne Showcase is declared a success

H undreds made 

a beeline for the 
three-day Crewk¬ 
erne Showcase last week. 

The event got off to an 
ear-splitting start with a 
bellowing introduction by 
Town Crier David Craner. 

He told exhibition- 
goers: “2012 is a great 
year for Crewkerne. 

“Not only have we been 
honoured to host a royal 


visit and are now prepar¬ 
ing for the weekend of ac¬ 
tivities in celebration of 
the Queen’s Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee, but we can now 
enjoy this major event 
showcasing the people 
and businesses of Crewk¬ 
erne. 

“Let’s go into the future 
together. Let’s keep our 


town bang up-to-date. 

“Let’s work together, 
sharing all our skills. 

“Together, we can make 
Crewkerne great.” 

He then called on local 
MP David Laws, who had 
left Westminster early in 
order to attend the busi¬ 
ness-boosting event, to 
open the showcase. 


■ THE verdict of the 2012 Crewk¬ 
erne Showcase was unanimous: 
Fantastic! 

Businessman Anthony Bucke, who was 
one of the key instigators, said feedback 
from exhibitors and visitors had been 
very positive. 

He told the Weekender: "I was very 
pleased; but, more importantly, the ex¬ 
hibitors were very pleased. 

"We've had excellent feedback from 
them. 

"Without exception, they were pleased 
with how everything turned out. 

"They had lots of inquiries, responses, 
leads, and even sales. 

"Throughout the three days there was 
chatter and buzz with people coming 
and going. 

"I was one of the main greeters and it 
was nice to see so many faces and old 
friends. 

"I chatted to lots of people and every¬ 
one went away happy." 

Mr Bucke also paid special thanks to 
Wadham School for their support, and 
the Crewkerne Weekender. 


Jonathan Edgington, Chairman of the 
Crewkerne Chamber of Trade and Com¬ 
merce, echoed Mr Bucke's remarks. 

"The showcase was really the first thing 
for a long time showing the town's for¬ 
ward movement." 

He said the three days had been a great 
opportunity for businesses to promote 
themselves — not only within the town, 
but also among themselves. 

And from a Chamber point of view, it 
had been a great opportunity to commu¬ 
nicate with the town's business commu¬ 
nity about the chamber's future plans. 

Mr Edgington said the chamber used 
the showcase to carry out a survey aimed 
at business people. It was now analysing 
the feedback. 

He also floated the possibility of similar 
"showcase" events in the future. 

He said one of the main things that 
emerged at the showcase was the enthu¬ 
siasm among the business community 
for something similar on a more regular 
basis. 

The previous similar event was 20 years 
ago. 


Mr Laws said: “I want 
to thank all those people 
who have taken the initia¬ 
tive in these challenging 
times — Anthony Bucke, 
Jeff Palmer and the town 
council — to set up an 
event like this. 

“They have had the 
confidence and the imag¬ 
ination to get this event 
off the ground. 

“When I look at the 
challenges facing other 
parts of the country, I see 
in Crewkerne a town with 
great community sup¬ 
port.” 

He said some people 
might question the timing 
of a showcase during a 
recession: “Shouldn’t we 
be waiting until the econ¬ 
omy turns up?” 

But he added: “I’m con¬ 
scious of the fact that 
some of the biggest and 
most successful busi¬ 
nesses in the area were 
started during difficult 
times in the 80s and 90s. 

“This is exactly the 
right time for events like 
this!” 

After cutting a symbolic 
ribbon, Mr Laws then 
toured the showcase, 
chatting with exhibitors 
and visitors.

AUDIENCES were left 
stunned by the magnifi¬ 
cent performances of 
Arthur Miller’s dramatic 
tale “All my Sons” by 
Ilminster Entertainment 
Society, held over three 
nights at the Warehouse 
Theatre. 

Phrases such as “the best 
performances I have ever 
seen” and “was that really 
an amateur performance?” 
were the norm as theatre 
goers left their seats, dis¬ 
cussing their admiration 
for the standard of acting 
they had just witnessed. 

The cast certainly put 
body and soul into what 
was a very emotionally 
volatile play, with out¬ 
standing work by the 
leads. 

Teresa Ravenscroft to¬ 
tally drew the audience 
into her character, Kate 
Keller, a slighty manic 
mother, refusing to believe 
her son to be dead in the 
war. 

Her emotional outbursts 
practically lifting the roof 
off the theatre on more 
than one occasion and at 
one point she delivered 
such a genuinely hard slap 
to the face of husband Joe, 
played bravely by Dave 
Goodall, that his cheek 
was extremely rosy for the 


rest of the second act. 

There was an equally 
volatile encounter between 
the character of Joe Keller 
and his son, Chris, played 
by Chris Williamson, who 
discovering he had been 
defending his father’s rep¬ 
utation for no good reason, 
pinned him to the garden 
seat, before storming off. 
Chris has been seen on the 
stage of the Warehouse in 
a variety of roles, more 
often comedy, and this 
showed the true range of 
his talent as a serious actor. 

Arthur Miller certainly 
did not pull his punches 
with this story, which tells 
of a greedy 1940s factory 
owner who puts the 
almighty buck before lives 
when a faulty batch of 
Aeroplane cylinders were 
made, then lets his partner 
take the rap for lost lives, 
pitting two families 
against each other and ul¬ 
timately to an unexpected 
twist to the tale. 

The daughter of the 
jailed partner, Ann Deever, 
in love with Chris Keller, 
and previously the sweet¬ 
heart of his missing 
brother, was masterfully 
portrayed by Paula Den¬ 
ning, who had to play 
piggy in the middle be¬ 
tween several of the char¬ 


acters, including the vin¬ 
dictive doctors wife Sue 
Bayliss, Lucy Driver. 
When her bother George 
turned up to take her 
home, a strong character 
taken by Dan Packer, there

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Holyrood Florist backs Town Team scheme

HOLYROOD Florist Vic¬ 
toria Bates, despite being 
one of the newer members 
of the Chard business com¬ 
munity, stepped up to the 
mark when the call was out 
for members to form a 
Town Team for the Portas 
Pilot Bid. 

She has taken on board 
the discussion about busi¬ 
nesses helping one another 
and decided to change her 
own way of working. 

Mrs Bates’ first move 


was to leave the services 
of Interflora and she now 
communicates directly 
with other florists across 
the country to offer cus¬ 
tomers more variety and a 
better deal by cutting out 
the middle man. 

She is also re-launching 
the shop as a florist and 
emporium, giving start up 
craftspeople the opportu¬ 


nity to rent a whole or half 
shelf unit for a set weekly 
fee. 

She said: “It’s nice to 
support local crafts and in 
my view, I can fill my 
shop with nice things and 
concentrate on my flowers 
and events. 

“The whole Portas Pilot 
idea to have shops split up 
into starter units is great. I 


love having my own busi¬ 
ness and love to be able to 
give someone else that 
chance. I do advise people 
that they have to give it 
three months to see if it 
works but this is a prime 
position and when they go 
to a craft show, they can 
pay a lot for a stall and sit 
there all day making noth¬ 
ing, which is demoralising. 

“With a set fee, we sell 
for them and they get the 
use of a card machine 


which they could not af¬ 
ford to do as a start- up. 

“I ask people to think 
about where they are shop¬ 
ping. When they go to 
somewhere like Tesco 
they’re paying mostly to a 
huge company but if they 
go to their local butcher, 
baker or florist that money 
is going directly to put 
food in the mouths of other 
local families.” 

To celebrate the changes 
Mrs Bates decided to kick 
start the Diamond Jubilee 
week by serving home¬ 
made cakes and scones and 
offering a draw to support 
local charity, Little Purple 
Kitty, set up by Andy 
Teague after his daughter, 
Chloe, was diagnosed with 
leukaemia. There were 
some fantastic prizes in¬ 
cluding a hand painted 
wooden tray by one of the 
crafters. 

The Teague family 
popped into the shop on 
Saturday for the launch of 
the draw and Mr Teague 
said they had been de¬ 
lighted with the support for 
their fundraising. So far 
they have been able to give 
£1,000 to CLIC Sargent, 
Above and Beyond, the 
Bristol children’s hospital 
charity, and the Little 
Princess Trust which pro¬ 


vides wigs for children. 

The next plan is to get 
people to donate instead of 
giving presents for Mr 
Teague’s 30th birthday, 


with the money to go to 
leukaemia and lymphoma 
research. He said Chloe is 
doing very well with her 
treatment and has been 


able to go back to school. 

Chloe remarked that she 
was looking forward to 
dressing up at school for 
the jubilee party.

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A baker's lifetime of memories 


R etired baker wnf 
Pauli was bom in 
1929 and is now a 
resident of Vaughan Lee 
House in Ilminster. He has 
only vague memories of the 
Queen’s Coronation but 
does recall fun and games 
on the rec, such as three 
legged races and receiving 
his commemorative 

“beaker”. 

His strongest memories 
are of the fairground and 
the arrival of the magnifi¬ 
cent steam engines, for 
which he has had a lifelong 
fascination, becoming a 
member of the Somerset 
Traction Engine club. 

One of his prize posses¬ 
sions, along with picture of 
a locomotive, is the special 
hat he wore on the engine, 
designed not to get wet or 
to burn if the cinders hit it. 
Being a baker from the age 
of 15 to 65 was not his love 
in life but thanks to the job 
he did find his wife Cherry, 
as love blossomed among 
the pastries. 

Wilf said: “My father got 
me into that trouble when I 
left school. There were so 
many out of work after the 
war ended - it was near the 
church, where Lanes is now 
- there was a sign in the 
window and he told me to 
go in. I worked there until I 
was called up for National 
Service. The bakery was 
out the back, through the 
shop in a big yard. Italians 
ran it, they had retired from 
Margate but couldn’t eem 
to really retire. 

“Cherry was down in 
Southampton and used to 
decorate cakes in a big bak¬ 
ery there. She came up to 
her granny who was in her 
nineties to help with her 
granddad who had been 
gassed in the war. She said 
she couldn’t live off their 
pension and would have to 
get a job. I was working in 
the bakery on West Street 
then and the labour ex¬ 
change was next door so 
she came in to ask about a 
job. They said there wasn’t 
enough to keep her going 
on decorating so I was told 
to show her how to make 
Swiss rolls because of the 
dainty fingers she had.

was on at the park when we 
decided to get married and 
I knew I had got to get her 
a ring and there was a posh 
jewellers down by Deben- 
hams. I persuaded her to go 
and have a look around 
Debenhams and I went to 
get the ring. I remember 
they gave me a silver 
spoon, they gave all their 
customers a silver spoon 
and said if anything goes 
wrong with the ring, bring 
it back, The spoon was to 
prove you got it from them, 
otherwise people would got 
to a cheap jewellers and 
take it to them to say some¬ 
thing was wrong and get a 
better one. 

“Father worked on the 
fair whenever it came and 
us kids would help out. The 
engines used to come from 
Martock but they weren’t 
allowed into the town until 
everyone was out of church 
and would gather at the top 
of the hill. All us kids 
would be out with our 
metal hoops and would lie 
down in the road to watch. 

“The policeman used to 


stand outside Dyers hold 
them back and when the 
owner could see his signal 
from the top of the hill, 
they would come down 
East Street and turn down 
Ditton Street with 40 feet 
trucks. To get round the 
corner, they used big iron 
wedges and would skid 
round, if you look high on 
the corner of the dress 
shop, you can just see a few 
scrape marks, but they 
never did any real damage 
and always make it round. 

“They couldn’t have 
come down North Street, it 
was too steep for the water 
tanks, the boilers were de¬ 
signed with a fuseable plug 
full of lead that would melt 
if it was overheating, and 
go into the fire to put it out. 

“They carried the round¬ 
abouts with big golden 
dragons all carved out of 
wood, when they went up 
and down, their eyes would 
light up. The steam engines 
would drive them, the ear¬ 
lier ones had the engines in 
the middle. 

“I love trains and always 


went to Taunton by train, 
we lived at the bottom of 
Station Road, down by the 
cement works and when we 
moved to Winterhay, I 
watched the trains going up 
and down. They never 
should have stopped them, 
look at all the things that 
run on the roads now. 

“When I belonged to the 
Somerset Traction Engine 
Club, I used to help keep 
up steam for a friend who 
had a Burrows road loco¬ 
motive -a bit different to a 
steam engine. It had rubber 
tyres on, powered a fair 
organ and we used to go 
Weymouth every year to 
help with the hospital float. 

“When I retired from the 
bakery, my pension didn’t 
come through and the 
baker said ‘why not come 
back part time? 

I replied: ‘See that nail on 
the door, that’s where my 
apron is going hanging and 
that’s where it’s staying’!” 

Despite his protest, Wilf 
has been persuaded to do 
the odd bit of baking since 
moving to the residential 
home, much to the delight 
of everyone there.

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Young musicians make difficult decision forjudges

D ifferent ages, 
instruments and 
musical styles, 
how do you choose? 

That was the extremely 
difficult task set before 
three judges at the finals of 
the Hinton St George Fes¬ 
tival Young Musician of 
the Year competition. 

With so much young tal¬ 
ent under one roof it was 
an unenviable position but 
after much deliberation 
Val Miller, Ros Broad and 
festival founder Judith 
Kefford chose the two 
winners. Wadham pupil 
Lily Blows won the 15 
years and over age group 
and Eleanor Roda, of Stan- 
chester Academy in Stoke 
sub Hamdon took the 14 
years and under category. 


Each of the six finalists 
played two contrasting 
pieces of their choosing. 

The Church of St George 
had never heard a night 
quite like it, particularly 
when 15 year old electric 
guitarist Jonah Addison, 
who is schooled at Kings¬ 
bury Episcopi Academy, 
rocked the pews with his 
own interpretation of 
Beethoven’s Fifth, fol¬ 
lowed by Voodoo Child. 
The judges commented 
that he was “technically 
excellent”. 

Despite the praise he was 
pipped at the post by Lily, 
who also plays the violin, 
guitar, ukulele and the 
organ, but gave an out¬ 


standingly mature per¬ 
formance on the piano 
which she has been play¬ 
ing since she was five. Her 
overall presentation to the 
audience was confident, el¬ 
egant and poised. She not 
only introduced her pieces, 
but explained the reason 
for her choice and then 
played with total absorp¬ 
tion The judges’ comments 
were: “We thought you 
communicated your enjoy¬ 
ment with a lot of dynamic 
contrast, you did Chopin 
proud.” 

Eleanor has been playing 
the flute from age seven 
and has passed Grade 6 
(also on the piano) with 
distinction. She impressed 
the judges by using con¬ 
trast in one piece which 
they acknowledged was 
not easy in Bach. They 
also remarked that a prob¬ 
lem with her music stand 
at the beginning had not 
upset her performance. 

Cash prizes were pro¬ 
vided to the winners and 
runners-up, courtesy of the 
Hinton reading Room 
Trust and the runners-up 
were each rated excep¬ 
tional by the panel of 
judges. 

In the younger age group 
they were Emily Chap-

man, 11, saxophone, of 
Wellington School and 
Tamina Pain, 13, pianist, of 
Buckler’s Mead Academy 
in Yeovil.

Whats changed in 60 years! 


HOW the housing market has changed over the 
last sixty years. Average house prices back then 
were less then £2000 and now they stand at just 
over £160,000. That is 86 times more and a com¬ 
pound interest rate equivalent of 7.7% pa if you 
had invested the money looking for that level of 
return. 

If you had bought 60 years ago you would have 
been in the minority. Home ownership has in¬ 
creased even faster than the number of homes 
being built. Over the last sixty years the number of 
UK homes has risen from just over 14 million to 
over 27 million today. That is still not enough to 
satisfy demand. 

So what do these useful statistics mean for buy¬ 
ers today? 

Firstly that over time prices will rise in the hous¬ 
ing market. Why? Because housing is a measure of 
earnings and even with subdued increases in av¬ 
erage earnings they still rose by 2.0%, 1.9% and 
1.2% in the years 2009,2010 and 2011 - the deep¬ 
est years of the recession. Trend growth figures are 
more like 4%. 

Second that mortgage debt will decrease in real 
terms over the term of the loan because of the ef¬ 
fects of inflation. To illustrate this take a mortgage 
loan of £100,000 today. If inflation were only to be 


the government target of 2% then that amount in 
real terms would be only £60,000 in 25 years time. 
If inflation were a more realistic 3% then this 
shrinks to £47,000 and at 4% (the figure for trend 
wage growth) £36,000. 

Looking at the short term house prices might go 
up and they might go down - but not by very 
much either way. Looking at the long term house 
prices should rise and at the same time the effect 
of wage rises should see the value of your mort¬ 
gage debt fall in real terms. Lastly the really clever 
bit. Buy now and in 25 years the house will be paid 
for outright. If you pay a rent today of £600 per 
month that would rise to £1250 over 25 years with 
3% inflation. At the end of that 25 years you would 
still be paying rent whereas the equivalent mort¬ 
gage would have been repaid. 

Learning the lessons of the last sixty should be 
telling all potential first time buyers out there that 
no matter what happens in the short term the long 
term answer is to buy now!

Despite his attacking approach to the 
900 metre course Hollier's time was 
trumped by Frampton driver Rod 
Thorne in his 3.5 litre Judd V8 powered 
Pilbeam MP58 who claimed his second 
Wiscombe victory of the season with a 
36.25 second ascent.

Second time 
out the MP62 pilot was unable to im¬ 
prove his time as Graves shaved one 
tenth of a second of his previous effort. 

As the event was building to a climax, 
the MP58 of Thorne experienced prob¬ 
lems on the way to the start line. 

The Judd V8 engine would not fire- 
up. A change of battery was effected 
but then the dashboard read-out ad¬ 
vised of no oil pressure. 

Although it could well have just been 


a glitch in the sensor the team were 
forced to retire the car pending further 
investigations. 

Another driver from Frampton, Colin 
Pook, claimed a victory and a second 
place in the large capacity Sports Libre 
class with the Pilbeam MP43 sports 
racer. 

In the Saturday event Pook took the 
honours with a best climb of 40.52 sec¬ 
onds but the following day his best ef¬ 
fort of 40.18 was defeated by Doug 
Bennett in his 2.3 litre Sylva Striker by 
0.45 second. 

Hayley Thorne continued her accli¬ 
matisation to the Rover V8 powered 
MP43 with a best time of 42.58 from 
the weekend's sport. 

Reigning Bridge Wheels and Tyres 
Wiscombe Champion Craig Moore was 
another to claim two wins, this time in 
the Rally Car class. 

The Lyme Regis driver powered his 
Ford Cortina Mk2 past more modern 
Ford Escorts to not only record class 
wins, but on the Saturday event his en¬ 
thusiastic driving style also took the 
trophy for 'the most entertaining 
driver' as judged by the course mar¬ 
shals.
